To which Demand of their Rights, and Redreſſing of their Grievan - 
ces, they are particularly encouraged by His Majeſty the King of Fng- 
land, His Declaration fer the Kingdom of Scotland, of the 
day of October laſt, as being the only Means for obtaining a full Redreſs 
and Remedy therein.
